ELIGIBILITY: Our definition of a young designer is one who is not yet established 
nationally in his field and is 35 years of age or under. A designer having had 
his work featured in a one-man exhibition in a Museum or Art Center or in a 
consumer or trade magazine with national circulation will not be considered 
eligible. Designers selected for the 1953 Young Designer Program are not 
eligible for YOUNG DESIGNERS, 1954. For eligibility, work must be on the 
market by October, 1954, designed to appeal to the young market. 


DESIGN FIELDS COVERED BY THE PROGRAM: furniture, decorative fabrics, lamps, 
and lighting fixtures (electrically lighted units only). 


HOW AND WHEN TO PRESENT YOUR WORK: Actual objects should be sent pre- 
paid to: AKRON ART INSTITUTE, 69 East Market Street, Akron 8, Ohio. 
They should arrive not earlier than June 15th or later than July Ist, 1954. 
Fabrics should be sent in not less than one-yard lengths. Photographs of items 
alone will not be acceptable; actual objects must be sent. Accompanying 
photographs or drawings should be sent when needed to explain special features 
of function and structure.

2 The designer's name, address 
and age 

3 Designer's marital status 
including age of any children 

4 Producer's name and address 


5 Retail price of objects 

6 Information on materials,

FURTHER MATERIAL NEEDED ON ACCEPTED WORKS: Additional information will 
be secured later from the designers whose work is selected for the program. 
Photographs of items selected will be needed soon after the selections are made. 
Designers should therefore have good photographs taken of the objects being 
submitted before they leave the workshop. 

There are no limitations as to the number of items that can be submitted. Each 
piece should be clearly identified with the designer's name. 


SELECTIONS will be made +y representatives from LIVING For Young Home- 
makers and the AKRON ART INSTITUTE in July. Winning designers will 
be notified as soon as possible after selections are made. 


AN EXHIBITION CATALOGUE will be published and distributed nationally. 


WHEN YOUNG DESIGNERS, 1953 was presented, there was no plan to repeat the 
program. The value of the project to the winning designers was, however, quite 
marked and LIVING For Young Homemakers and the Akron Art Institute 
were most happy to have had the opportunity to give them material help. These

THE MARITAL REVOLUTION 


With one out of five marriages now ending in divorce, 


marital counseling has taken on a new importance 


By Ronnie and Robert Wacker 


B, the standards of any previous generation, young Americans 


of the middle-income group start their marriages off today in 
glamorous style, indeed. Their compact homes gleam with stain 
less steel and resound with the song of automatic appliances 
Even their marriage relationship is brand-new and easygoing 
There is little table-thumping Life With Father; there is more 
comradeship and less intimidation in marriage than ever before 
Yet one United States marriage in every five now ends in divorce 
the highest marital mortality rate in the world. A whole new pro 
fession has developed to counsel those who fear their relationship 
is heading for disaster. Newspaper, magazine, and book publishers 
find a huge audience for anything on the general subject, what's 
wrong with modern marriage? 

Most marital-relations experts agree there is nothing funda 
mentally wrong with marriage today, or, necessarily, with the 


people who get married. However, they do say the institution of

marriage is going through a time of almost revolutionary change, 
from dictatorship—however benign—to democracy. And, like any 
young democracy, today’s marriage relationship has its awkward, 
rough-and-tumble moments. This marital revolution was brought 
about primarily by the rise of women to practical equality with 
men. Women’s climb upward started almost imperceptibly with 
certain politico-legal reforms almost a century ago. But it reached 
1 pe ak—and women stepped into their new position suddenly, in 
the depression years of the 1930's and boom labor market during 
ind after World War Il. The abruptness of the change has left 
many men and women behind, unable to adjust to a new situation. 
Emergence of the Working Wife 
In twenty-five years, the American woman has been transformed 
from a lovable inferior into a full partner—or competitor—with 
the man. The United States Labor Department has an accurate 


measurement of just how far women have emerged into what was 





the world of working men. In 1953, almost 19,000,000 women held 
jobs, and—a phenomenal development—well over half of them 
were married, The total is close to the all-time high of nineteen 
ind one-half millions on the payroll during the manpower shortage 
days of 1945. And, at last reports, it still was soaring 

This freedom to work has changed the American woman's ap 
proach to marriage in a number of ways. No longer does she have 
to consider it her only means to financial security. She can support 
herself, and she gains personal prestige as she rises higher in her 
chosen field. As a result, she stands to lose something by marriage 
person il status and inde pe ndence in return for the affection and 
motional security she receives. Thus, for the first time in American 
history. the woman faces the same decision as the man not only 


hom to marry. but whether to marry at all 


O,; course, the need to be loved weights the scales heavily in 


favor of marriage fortunately for the future of the human species 
Having decided she does want to marry, the white-collar girl steps 
into the maneuvers of courtship——again on practically equal terms 
th the man. She has gone to school with a large number of 
prospective husbands; she works with another large group Her 
field of choice is wider than it ever was before—and so. of course 
the man’s. Therefore, both partners to the marriage can demand 
much more of each other, and expect more from their relationship 
Married, the couple sets up housekeeping in a home, tiny by 
their parents’ or grandparents’ standards—-probably a two- « 
three-room apartment, There is plenty of electrical help to keep 
the place neat. And the techniques of voluntary parenthood make 
it possible to postpone childbearing until the couple can get a 
larger place. As a result. the modern bride finds herself with a 
reat deal of free time on her hands. What more natural but that 
he return to work for a while? The money will come in handy 
And more important, she is used to working. Continuing het 
friendly associations in the office temporarily may help to cushion 
her personal adjustment from single to married life. Both emotion 
illy and financially, the bride’s early working period is a time of 
transition, And she is taking full advantage of her opportunity 
Between 1910 and 1950, the proportion of working couples in the 
United States exactly doubled. In 1940, 11 per cent of all couples 
reported both husband and wife working. In 1950, the figure was 


22 per cent—-more than one out of every five. 


7. sum up: The working freedom of modern women, plus their 


wider choice before marriage, give them a new outlook on the 


marriage relationship. They can afford to be choosy. In marriage. 
they have the background and free time to qualify as partners to 
their husbands, rather than mere dependents. This, the sociologists 
say, is the white-collar marriage revolution. The traditional union 
which kept wife in the kitchen obeying husband's orders with 
out question, is disappearing. In its place is definite partnership 
Types of Marriage Partnerships 
The partnership can be full or limited. The working wife is a 
full partner, contributing to the family income right alongside her 
husband. In a growing number of cases, she is also a legal partner; 


instead of working at separate jobs, husband and wife join their 


talents in a single venture. This is seen especially in the professional 
and entertainment fields: husband and wife medical teams sharing 
office space as well as living quarters; married radio couples 


planting a heavily-sponsored microphone at their breakfast tables 


Wien the wife quits work, she remains a limited partner to her 
husband. He pays the bills, but she devotes a large part of her 
time to furthering his career. She may actually work for or advise 
him, drawing on her own business experience. She probably acts 
as his publicity agent, joining selected community organizations 
to keep the family in the public eye, and deftly spreading the word 
of her husband's talents. Almost certainly, she acts as hostess to his 
business associates on occasion. It is a rare wife nowadays who 
considers her husband’s work no concern of hers 

Thus, the wife's focus of attention has grown beyond the home. 
encompassing at least part of her husband’s career. At the same 
time, the husband has grown beyond the confines of his job 
making him a partner, too, in the process of homemaking. The 
five-day, forty-hour-week has made it possible for today’s middle 
income father to see more of his home and children than ever 
before. And electrical kitchen appliances, which make housework 
so much easier, also destroy the notion that it is purely a feminine 
skill. Anybody can work an automatic washing machine. In addi 
tion. several industries which formerly sold their wares to housing 
contractors and skilled craftsmen have leveled their sights on the 
amateur handyman. Do-it-yourself is the password to a vast new 
market. Manufacturers of paint and floor tile emphasize how 
easily the amateur can apply them. Wallpaper comes prepasted, 
with a special, slow-drying adhesive allowing the novice to shift it 
around the wall until it is perfectly lined up. Electric drills, saws. 
sanders—all designed strictly for the nonprofessional—eliminate 
much of the tedium and skill once associated with carpentry and 
emphasize the creative aspect. Almost any man can put together a 
firm bookcase these days, and he will take much more pride in 


showing it off than he would with a finer piece which he bought 


S. today’s couples are helpmates in the best sense of the word 
The wife helps her husband pay the bills, the husband helps main- 
tain the house. There is no boss. There is less danger the homebody 
wife will be outgrown as her husband rises beyond her in expe 
rience and outlook. The children become citizens of a democracy 
and do not have to rebel to make their voices heard. In time of 
trouble, the members can pitch in and help each other out more 
effectively. These, then, are the advantages which the modern 
partnership marriage has to offer. The question remains, why does 
the divorce rate soar? Why do juvenile delinquency figures rise, 
indicating that all is not well in the best of all possible homes? 
Sources of Friction 

Several authorities think a major source of trouble lies in the 
fact that while the marriage relationship has changed, the myth 
ology surrounding it has not. There are indications that men 
and women are experiencing a change in their attitudes toward 
each other— but such a change is a slow one, involving generations. 
and the new marriage relationship has outraced it. To some

True, easy 
divorce removes some of the out- 
side pressure which keeps young 
couples together during the often 
dificult period of adjustment 
from single to married life. That 
is bad, no doubt about it. The 
majority of all divorce actions 
involve couples who have been 


married five years or less. 


Bu: on the other hand, if there 
js no outside pressure holding a 
marriage together, it must be 
sustained from within with affec- 
tion and understanding. In other 
words, those couples who stay 
married nowadays do so because 
they want to, not because they 
have to. Some sociologists have 
concluded from this that mar- 
riages today—that is, those mar- 
riages which survive—are hap- 
pier on the average, than 
marriages of twenty, thirty, or 
forty years ago Psychiatrist 
Lena Levine puts it this way: 
“Love in marriage is more im- 
portant than it has ever been 
Young couples expect more of 
marriage today. If their love can 
withstand the increasing demands 
and relative insecurity of modern 
marriage, they will emerge with 
a more vital union than we have 
ever experienced in this country.” 
Such is the potential of the mod- 
ern partnership marriage. It is 
not always realized. But hope is 
seen in the fact that an increas- 
ing number of unhappy couples 
at least know they are missing 
something. And before surrender- 
ing their ideal in a divorce court, 
they seek professional help, un- 
like couples of the past who 
would die of shame before telling 


their problems to a stranger. 


One Solution: Marital Guidance 


The new marital situation, with 
its unique problems, has given 
rise to a unique institution: pro- 
fessional marriage guidance. The 
Family Service Association of 
America, representing a league of 
personal and family counseling 
agencies, now has members in 230 
cities. Veterans Guidance Cen- 
ters, local mental health clinics 
Catholic Charities, and, in some 
areas, the Salvation Army, have 
set up counseling facilities. The 
Community Welfare Council 
formerly known as the Communi- 
ty Chest—the local council of 
social service organizations, and 
the Department of Public Wel- 
fare in most communities will 
direct those in need of guidance 
to reputable marriage counselors 
or case-work agencies. The ma- 


jor religious faiths are entering 
the field of marriage, too, coun- 
seling wholeheartedly—and not 
only because of the religious 
foundation in marriage. The 
whole approach of any reputable 
marriage counselor—involving 
psychology. common sense, and 
basic ethics—is essentially a re- 
ligious approach. whether or not 
the counselor espouses any par- 


ticular dogma 


Th. marriage revolution. then 
has brought in science and re- 
ligion, the pastors and the social 
workers to bring peace. Is this 
an emergency mobilization? Is 
marriage in such de sperate straits 
that all hands must pull together 
to save it? To this question 
clergymen and social scientists 
answer a virtually unanimous 
“no.” Rather, they say, the de 
mand for marriage counseling in- 
dicates that today’s couples are 
anxious to get more out of their 
marriage than ever before. Sev- 
eral counselors noted an especial- 
ly hopeful sign in today’s rush 
on the counseling services: At 
first, they said, the couples who 
came for help did so as a matter 
of last resort, the last step before 
divorce. More recently, they have 
been asking help in settling all 
sorts of less serious squabbles, 
cases in which there is no thought 
of marital breakup. This, say the 
counselors, is all to the good; a 
baby doesn’t have to be dying 
before the doctor is called, and 
neither should a marriage 


B.: there is still another group 
willing to predict that, despite 


storms, marriage has a staunch 
future. The partners themselves 
are betting heavily on it, with the 
thing they value most-—the hap- 
piness of children. In a time 
when parenthood is almost com- 
pletely a matter of choice, the 
birth rate has been climbing. In 
1940-—the last prewar year 
2,360,000 babies were born in this 
country. And that was high for 
the time. But in every year from 
1947 on, the figure has topped 
three and one-half millions. And 
families with children just do not 
go to the divorce courts as quick- 
ly as the childless. In fact. two- 
thirds of all divorces in recent 
years have been granted to the 
relatively small proportion of 
couples who have no children. As 
one authority put it: “No one can 
be selfish who has to take care 
of a baby.” And it is difficult to 
wreck a marriage made up of 
two unselfish people in love.

There are many ways to pay 
for a house. Too many. indeed 
to set forth in detail here. But it 
may be helpful to examine brief- 


ly, from a legal point of view, a

few of the methods most fre- 
quently used 

It is possible, though unlikely, 
that you have sufficient cash to 
purchase the house entirely with 
your own money. If not. you will 
have to borrow some of it. The 
likelihood is that when your 
seller bought the house he also 
borrowed money to do so. giving 
the lender—probably a bank—a 
written promise to repay, called 
a “bond.” plus a “mortgage” per- 
mitting the lender to “foreclose,” 
that is. to take the property and 
sell it. if the money is not repaid 
If the seller bought the house 
only a few years ago, the chances 
are pretty good that there is still 


a great deal of money owing to 
his lender. This may be just the 
amount you have to borrow, and 
the term of the mortgage and its 
other provisions may be satisfac- 
tory to you. Why not, then, agree 


. 


with the seller to buy “subject 
to” his mortgage. that is, to leave 
the mortgage on the property and 
to subtract the amount owing on 
it from the purchase price. Not 
only will this save you the ex- 
pense of procuring your own 
mortgage, but it also may well be 
that his mortgage will give you 
more favorable terms than you 
could get elsewhere. Moreover. if 
you simply agree to take “subject 
to” the seller's mortgage, and 
things later become so difficult 
financially that you cannot keep 
up the payments. the lender will 
have to sue the seller who signed 
the bond—not you—for the re- 
payment of any part of the debt 
that has not been satisfied out of 
the proceeds of foreclosure sale. 

Of course, it is this very obli- 
gation on his bond which will 
probably lead the seller to re- 
quest not only that you take “sub- 
ject to” the mortgage, but also 
that you “assume” personal lia- 


bility for repayment of the debt 
which it secures. Since the 
amount of the debt is to be sub- 
tracted from the purchase price. 
it is perhaps only fair that you 
obligate yourself to repay it. 

If there is no mortgage on the 
property, or if it is too small to 
be of much help, you will have to 
look elsewhere for your money. 
Do not be afraid to shop around 
for the very best possible terms. 
Your seller may be just the one 
to see. Unless he needs the entire 
purchase price in cash, he may 
be willing to accept a small cash 
payment from you plus a bond 
and mortgage covering the re- 
mainder. Unlike a bank which 
may be rigidly limited by law in 
the kind of mortgages it can offer, 
your seller may be willing to give 
you a tailor-made job. You 
should not overlook also the pos- 
sibility that your seller will be 
easier on you than a bank if you 
fall behind in payments. 

There are a few good rules for 
negotiating with a bank or other 
institution for mortgage financing. 
In the first place, and this ap- 
plies to any mortgage, be abso-

lutely sure that you have fully 
studied your entire financial pic 
ture present and future and 
know what kind of mortgage vou 
want. If. for example 
childless now. it may he 
arrange to pay off the major 
portion of the mortgage before 
children are born. or at least be 
fore they have reached the going 
uway-to-school age. On the other 
hand. you may find it preferable 
make small payments over a 
t period. at the same time i 
vesting any extra cash may 
have in stocks or bonds produc 
ing income at a higher rate than 
the interest on the mortgage 
Your lawyer and banker will 
help to explore the possible ad 
vantages that mav be gained by 
various forms of mortgages 
\ second good rule is to ask the 
bank from the outset what extra 
charges you will be expected to 
pay when the bond and mortgage 
are signed. These may differ sub 
stantially from bank to bank 
One bank may charge filty dol- 
lars to cover its attorney's fee for 
drawing the bond and mortgage 
Another may charge twenty-five 
One bank may ask you to pay for 
professional appraisal of the 
property, while the next may not 
The third and final rule is to ask 
the bank to submit its mortgag 
and bond forms to your attorney 
or approval. He will often 
le to suggest minor revisions 
which may save money later on 
The contract signed, you are 
ready to close the title by paving 
the purchaser his money and tak 
ing his deed in return. If you 
borrowed from a bank. the clos 
ing will probably take place there

A, The moldings are of wood, 

similar to picture molding, 
and can be lifted right off the 
wall with a chisel or other flat 
sharp blade. Fill the nail holes 
with patching plaster and sand 
this off smooth after it has set 
Paint these patches with shellac 
to prevent them from showing 
through the new paint or paper 
then go ahead and do your paint 


ing or papering 


QO, The woodwork of our house 
"is in a very poor condition 
with the paint peeled off in large 
flakes. We have tried to repaint, 
but, each time after a few weeks 
the new paint peels off. A friend 
says that the wood is chestnut and 
therefore cannot be painted 
Please advise me CE 


\. First, chestnut can be painted 

as readily as any other wood 
It would seem to me that the 
woodwork has been oiled and 
waxed considerably over the 
years before it was ever painted 
This would account for the large 
flakes and your inability to have 
the new paint adhere. The course I 
recommend is to use paint remov 
er, wash woodwork with a caustic 
to kill the oil (wear rubber gloves), 
sandpaper lightly, and repaint 


Q. On my kitchen floor I have a 

rather old linoleum covering 
which is in good condition except 
for the fact that the pattern is 
worn. | have admired so-called 
spatter-dashed floors and wonder 
how it is done. It would be just 
what | want. P.H.D 
A, First use a good deck or 

porch paint for the base coat, 
and after that has set, spatter 
paint of a contrasting color over 
the base coat by dipping paint- 
brush in paint, then tapping brush 
against hand so paint spatters on 
the floor. It would be a good idea 
to experiment first with colors 
and technique, using a large 
piece of cardboard.

texture and form, or in jams and 
jellies where it has a preservative 
function, sugar cannot be elim 
inated with abandon. The word of 
caution about using these prod- 
ucts in the preparation of fe 
which need sugar for texture and 
body is meant to warn you against 
indiscriminate substitutions. Food 
experts have developed many reci 
pes to guide you in your cooking 
Let these be your guide and you 
can fool your family into enjoy 
ing low-calorie dishes when they 
might rebel at the idea of de 
liberate dieting 

Feel free to use the no-calorie 
sweetening in gelatin salads and 
desserts, in custards, tapioca or 
cornstarch puddings. It is won 
derful in barbecue sauces and in 
the sweet-type salad dressings 
in dessert sauces or soft custards 
you are wise to add a bit of corn 
starch to give smoothness and 
body which sugar ordinarily pro 
vides. Another thing which is 
good to remember is that the 
amount of liquid sweetener which 
you use depends on your own 
tastes. Because our tastes vary 
each person must learn to add 
her good judgment and knowl 
edge of family preferences to the 
facts learned from the label 
However, as you all know, our 
individual tastes vary so much 
that it is difficult to standardize a 
sweetness ratio which will hold 
true for everyone. Just as some 
persons prefer muted violins to a 
full band, many persons like their 
flavor subtle. Those who make 
a sirup of their morning coffee 
and bury grapefruit under an 
avalanche of sugar will use more 
of the sweeteners too. Some per 
sons detect an aftertaste when 
these sweeteners are used too 
lavishly. That's simply the signal 
not to use two drops when one 
will do. 

Do not, however, expect to whip 
up a no-calorie fudge. One home 
economist reported that a plump 
friend made such a request. As 
any girl knows who learned to 
make fudge when she wished to 
“sweeten up” a romance, such 
candy is principally sugar and 
liquid cooked to the proper sirup 
consistency. Use sugar for such 
delights and lop off the calories 
by using the no-calorie liquid 
sweeteners where its use is simple 
and logical. In the following reci- 
pes it is important to note that
